TOBACCO IS BADLY WANTED BY 


POOR FOLKS AT INFIRMARY. 


CRAWLED ON KNEES FOR SMOKE 


Others Ready to Cut Out Meals En- 


tirely if Authorities Will Furnish 


Tobacco 


Indianapolis. Ind., Aug. 5.—The in- 


vestigation of the management of the 
County Infirmary has been resumed 
by the County Commissioners, tl.e 
inmates being permitted to testify to 
the charges of badly cooked food, of- 
fensive 
odors 
and 
other 
alleged 


abuses, and incidentally the rule de- 
priving them of the use of tobacco, 
James K. Ball, a keen-witted paralyt- 
ic, complained of the 
tin pans cu 


which the food was served, and ex- 
hibited a sample, taking from under 
his coat an old tin pan, rusty in the 
center, and 
from 
which a greasy 


odor exuded. He added that since 
charges had been formulated plates 
had replaced the tin pans and new tin 
cups were now used. 


All of these, however, were of min- 


or consequence, in the judgment of 
the witness. "What we want is our 
tobacco," said he. "It is a pity to see 
those poor old men crawling around 
out there begging for a chew or a 
smoke. 


"If one throws a chew away anoth- 


er grabs it from 
the 
ground 
and 


chews it a second time. My poor old 
father is at the county farm with me, 
ind I sometimes fear he will go crazy 
unless he gets his tobacco back. Ldka 
in James Whitcomb Hiley's poem, ve 
would rather do without pie and cake 
than do without tobacco." 


One of the commissioners 'asked :"£ 


fruit was not 
served 
occasionally. 


"Oh, yes, we get fruit," 
said Ball. 


'We got two bananas on the Fourtti 
jf July and two apples on Christinas, 
and then we got some other fruit oa 
New Year's Day. We got turkey on 
Thanksgiving. Sometimes 
now we 


set dried peaches and dried apples. 
But what we want is tobacco. Take 
two meals a day away if your want to, 
but give us back our tobacco." 


Ball illustrated the craving for to- 


bacco by referring to "Billy" Davis, 


•A quaint character in the institution. 


"Billy comes into my room," sai-1 


the witness, "on his hands and kne«s 


"(he always crawls), and he says, says 
he: 'Gimme a pipe of tobacco. 
I 


haven't had a smoke today, dog on 
the luck.'" 


Other witnesses also criticised the 


food, but all were unanimous in beg- 
ging for a return of tobacco, and some 
of them clapped their hands 
when 


Wesley Jordan said: "I ain't got no 
kick coming except on the tobacco 
question. Take my meals, every one 
of them, and give me back my tobac- 
ro. That was my only joy." 


It was brought out that the tobac- 


co privilege had been withdrawn be- 
rause some of the inmates had vio- 
lated the rules by smoking in bed. All 
of them declared that the lesson h£.ii 
been a severe one, and if tobacco was 
restored there would be no more In- 
fringement of rules. While other 
witnesses are to be examined, taken 
from the inmates of the institution, 
it is believed that the Commissioners 
will restore the use of tobacco, and 
the paupers will retract 
anything 


that they may have said if this be 
done.

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CASCADES IN ST. LOUIS 


Novel Feature Planned For the 


World's Fair. 


THE DETAILS OF THE DESIGN. 


H«*e Ftuapln* Capacity !• Pro- 


poned, 'With Electric ESecU Be- 
hlad the Fall of -Water-Spectacle 
of Wonderfal Beauty Promised. 
The Cascades Will Have a Fall of 
Eighty Feet. 
Work on the one of the roost unique 


of the exposition features was begun 
the other day when the surveyors of 
the engineering department of the St. 
Louis world's fair began taking the 
grades on Art hill to determine the ex- 
,act cut and fill that -will be needed for 
the cascades and relative features, 
says the St Louis Globe-Democrat 
The surveying work was preparatory 
to the letting of the contrast for the 
' necessary removal of earth. 


Prom descriptions of the work- which 


Is to be done at St Louis giTen by Di- 
rector of Works Isaac S. Taylor, it is 
evident that the amount of money to 
be expended-on the hill will exceed the 
cost of any gther single feature or, in 
fact, any one feature of any other ex- 
po'sition. The manner in which the 
cascades are to be kept supplied with 
clear water and the devices adopted 
for producing illuminating effects are 
of the greatest promise. Among the 
things mentioned are .a crystal cave 
back of the cascades and arrangements 
by which the water, descending at 
night, will have all the hues of the 
rainbow, with an infinite combination 
of those colors. 


The chief feature of the cascades 


will be a sheer drop of from twenty to 
twenty-five feet back of which plate 
glass will be so disposed that a cham- 
ber will be formed from which the il- 
luminating effects may be operated. 
At this point also there will be a stat- 
uary group of nymphs and maids and 
a cavern of crystal. During the day 
the -falls will be simply a descent of 
limpid water, but at night when the 
color effects are turned on, a spectacle 
of wonderful beauty is promised. 


In conjunction with the cascades a 


pumproom is to be 'established for 
the operation of the water. For this 
the interesting plan has been arranged 
of excavating a cavern at the.base of 
the hill, setting well back into the 
earth. Here a pump station will be 
inaugurated, the motive power to be 
electricity furnished by wires con- 
necting with the electric plant on the 
grounds. 
Nine pumps, with a capac- 


ity of 15,000 gallons of water per min- 
ute, will be operated. The water will 
be pumped to the top of the hill and 
allowed to-descend by-the-force-of 
gravity,- when it will be again forced 
to. the top. In this way the supply 
will be kept constantly moving, and 
the only loss will be from evapora- 
tiqn. Mr. Taylor says that the pump- 
room will be concealed from sight, but 
that it will be so arranged that visit- 
ors may be shown the operating of 
the cascades by special entrances. 


The plans of Director of Works Tay- 


lor regarding this main feature have 
been 
considerably 
developed. 
The 


three cascades planned, one at either 
end and one in the middle of the long 
slope of hill, will exceed any water- 
fall ever planned, it is said, eclipsing 
the cascade of the Trocadero at the 
Paris exposition, the cascade at St 
Cloud and the Chateau d'Eau at Mar- 
seilles. 
The cascades will have a 


total fall of eighty feet. This fall will 
be divided into a series of descents in 
each cascade.

Norway is supposed to sper.l three 
months every year, occupies tin- most 
beautiful and commanding situ.ition in 
the city at the head of the jfnm-ipal 
street, hut is an uirly structure, ii'nlt in 
1&41, of brick and stucco and painted a 
gloomy orange. The parliament House, 
which they call the storthing, or "great 
meeting" place, is likewise a homely 
structure of brick, without ornume.ita- 
tion, though the grounds and fountain 
in front of it are attractive and ivfresb- 
ing to the eye. In striking contrast to 
these are the new National theater nnd 
Masonic temple, which are fine exam- 
ples of modern architecture. 


The theater was built about three 


years ago and is considered as much of 
an educational necessity as the univer- 
sity, which stands upon the other side 
of the street and furnishes facilities for 
about 1,200 young men to obtain a free 
education. The faculty includes fifty- 
five professors, some of them being 
men of universal reputation. There are 
libraries and art galleries, museums of 
art and archaeology in connection with 
the university, and under the care of 
the archaeological department are the 
two viking ships which were found 
buried in the clay on the coast of Nor- 
way, one in 1SC7 and the other in 1SSO. 


Among the chief objects of interest 


aside from those I have already men- 
tioned are the supreme court house and 
the house of the bishop of the Luther- 
an church, which are imposing struc- 
tures. The Lutheran faith is the domi- 
nant religion of Norway, and there are 
here many fine churches. 


Christiania has a population of 250,- 


000, which is rapidly increasing, and an 
annual commerce of more than §25,- 
000,000. Formerly its trade was almost 
entirely confined to lumber, herring, 
sardines, matches and beer, but it is 
now becoming very much of a manu- 
facturing center. Engine works, cotton 
and paper mills and other industries 
have developed rapidly of late. 


The people are rich and prosperous. 


The residences, constructed in the 
French style, of brick and stucco and 
lined off in imitation of stone, are quite 
imposing. The shops are large, and the 
goods they contain indicate the luxuri- 
ous tastes of the people. 


The city is founded upon a 'rock and 


lies around the shores of a beautiful 
fiord which is dotted with islands, 
where rich citizens have their summer 
residences. Little steamers that are 
puffing and tooting around among them 
all the time furnish frequent and rapid 
transportation, as the electric trolley 
cars do upon the land. Back of the 
town is a stately group of mountains 
covered with groves of pines, which are 
utilized by the pleasure loving popula- 
tion for parks, beer gardens and picnic 
grounds and by invalids, who are few

in number, for sanitarium---. A sanita- 
rium in Norway is not necessarily a 
hospital, but a health resort.
